CONCLUSION 


Besides the thousands of plants, shrubs and bulbs that bloomed continually 
from spring until fall in Raymond Moore’s famous Playhouse gardens, there 
were other attractions that Moore added to the scene. A rustic bridge spanned 
the Chase Garden Creek which ran through the property; and in 1937 Moore 
put in an aviary where flamboyant parakeets from Florida in a kaleidoscope 
of colors charmed the garden visitors. Later a little tea house was built where 
light refreshments were sold to the patrons. 


Under such head gardeners as James Scott, Charles Cranshaw and Frank 
Walker, many local young peopie worked summers on the grounds, several 
helping to earn their way through college during those depression years with 
their Playhouse salaries. Moore’s kindness and thoughtfulness to his staff was 
shown in his providing an electrified cart for head gardener Scott to get around 
the grounds after Scott had had a leg amputated. When gardener Frank Van 
Iderstine died in a tragic fire while working at the Playhouse domitory (the 
old cooper shop on Whig Street), Moore immediately gave his young widow a 
job at the theatre. 


In 1929 Moore had purchased one of the oldest houses in Dennis for his 
own residence. The house stood on Hope Lane, across the street from Playhouse

property, and to it Moore added an unusual “lath house’”” where exotic orchids 
were coaxed into bloom and proudly shown to Moore’s many guests. He also 
planted a special kind of garden which featured night blooming and night 
scented flowers such as stock and flowering tobacco. These gardens were 
lighted at night, and through the playbill he would invite the audiences to 
tour them at their convenience unil 11:30 p.m. when the lights were turned off. 
His house was on view on many garden tours, and he spared no expense in 
making the property one of the showplaces of the entire Cape. 


After Moore’s death in March 1940, the gardens were still kept up. In 
the playbill of July 15, 1940, there appeared one of the last notices about the 
gardens before the War. “The excellence of the Gardens is due to the planning 
designed and carried out for many years by Mr. Moore and his expert staff 
of gardeners who today are carrying out Mr. Moore’s plans as in the past. 
Every bed, wall and background of floral display is planned an entire year in 
advance in order that a perfect combination of annuals and perennials will 
provide a constant source of beauty to visitors. No sooner are annuals past 
their blooming stage than others are brought from the Cape Playhouse green- 


houses and almost overnight transplanted into the empty beds... (The Crew) 
is particularly anxious for patrons to see the gorgeous delphiniums and yellow 
day lilies now blooming in the Raymond Moore Gardens and the Cinema 


Gardens. Also do not miss the smaller annuals such as cosmos and zinnias 
which are now at*their most beautiful stage while later on the displays of 
hollyhocks will be well worth many hours spent in the garden.”

Because of World War II, the Playhouse was forced to close after the 1942 
season; and it became impossible to maintain the gardens. The townspeople 
were permitted to dig up the perennials and bulbs, and the once lovely gardens 
became neglected and soon were nothing but weeds and a few straggling roses. 


With the reopening of the Playhouse in 1946, an attempt was made to 
revive the gardens after the commonwealth granted a charter to the Raymond 
Moore Foundation to promote the fine arts and horticulture under the terms of 
Moore’s will. By 1949, under the leadership of trustee Winslow Davies, the 
Cape Cod Art Center was sponsored by the Foundation. Some interest in re- 
storing the gardens was shown, and a Memory Garden was established. 
Gertrude Lawrence and other summer residents donated Memory Trees, some 
of which are still thriving near the old Art Center building. However, largely 
because of financial conditions it became impossible to keep up the art center 
and plans to restore the gardens to their original condition had to be dropped. 


Today, much as we all would like to see the gardens back again, con- 
ditions of the times do not seem to make restoration feasible. Perhaps some 
reader of this article can come up with a suggestion as to how we can beautify 


our property a la Raymond Moore.

RICHARD BARR (Director) began in 
the theatre as an actor with Orson 
Welles. He has directed over fifty 
plays, mostly in summer stock. As a 
producer, he has presented all but 
one of Edward Albee’s plays, includ- 
ing “The Zoo Story,” “Who’s Afraid 
of Virginia Woolf?”, “A Delicate Bal- 
ance,” and “Seascape.” With Charles 
Woodward, he produced “The Boys 
in the Band,” “All Over,” and the 
original production of “Noel Coward 
In Two Keys.” 


NOEL COWARD The late Sir Noel 
Coward, actor, author, composer and 
director, had his first outstanding 
stage success with ‘Vortex’ in 1924. 
He went on to become one of the 
most important figures in twentieth- 
century theatre, and certainly one 
of the most versatile. His comedies 
“Private Lives,” ‘Design for Living,” 


“Blithe Spirit’ and ‘Hay Fever” have 
become modern classics. Of his mu- 
sical plays, “Bitter-Sweet” and ‘’Cav- 
alcade” are the most famous in a 
list which includes “Conversation 
Piece,” “Operette’”’ and “Sail Away.” 
Coward starred in his own film, “In 
Which We Serve,” wrote several 
screen plays of his stage successes, 
and appeared in “Our Man in Ha- 


vana,” “Surprise Package,” “Bunny 
Lake is Missing,” “Boom” and ‘The 
Italian Job.” In addition, Coward 


made several brilliantly successful 
cabaret appearances, both in Eng- 
land and in the U.S. Sir Noel made 
his final stage appearance in “Suite 
in Three Keys” (which includes ‘Come 
Into the Garden Maud” and “A Song 
at Twilight’). This was also his last 
work as a playwright. In March of 
1973 this genius of English comedy 
died.

The two one-act plays which make 
up “Noel Coward in Two Keys” were 
originally presented with a third as 
“Suite in Three Keys.” The production 
premiered in London on April 14, 
1966, and starred Noel Coward, Irene 
Worth and Lilli Palmer, each playing 
three separate roles. 

In 1974, a year after Coward’s 
death, a new production, “Noel Cow- 
ard in Two Keys,” opened at New 
York’s Ethel Barrymore Theatre. It 
was presented by Richard Barr and 
Charles Woodward, both of whom 
are associated with the current Play- 
house production, and starred Hume 
Cronyn, Jessica Tandy, and Anne 
Baxter.
